To reduce the rate last year, council] had to 
budget for a deficit of $142,000. That was good 
business, as shown by the cash receipts. It will 
be equaily good business to cut the rate for 
next year to fifty mills, though that will also 
mean budgetting for ancther deficit, of perhaps 
like proportions. 

A city can never “go broke” while its tax- 
payers are kept out of arrears. The only way 
to further stabilize the standing of the city is to 
encourage those in arrears to catch up, and help 
those not in arrears to stay in the clear. The 
only property that yields revenue is property 
in the hands of private parties; and the future 
tax-collecting power will depend upon the 
amount of property that remains in possession 
of individual citizens. 

The man who pays this year must pay next 
year. Next year's council need not do any 
worrying about having to “budget for a deficit” 


of a quarter of a million dollars if it can thereby 


encourage taxpayers to keep on trying to pay

The Treatment Of Low 
Blood Pressure 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCoy 

Experiments have proven that excitement 
always raises the blood pressure. This rise may 
amount to as much as from twenty to fifty 
millimeters. A person who appears to have a 
normal] blood pressure of between 120 and 130 
may actually be suffering from low blood pres- 
sure because the excitement 
of the examination raises the 
blood pressure far above the 
daily average. 

The cure of low blood 
pressure consists in building 
up a good quality of blood 
and developing all of the 
funetional powers of the body. 
The weakness must be grad- 
ually overcome by proper 
dietary changes and the use 
of physical culture exercises 
and walking. The improvement will naturally 
be slow and the patient must be constantly 
encouraged to be persistent in his exercise and 
diet if he wishes to overcome this serious con- 
dition. 

Even though the vitality of the person with 
low blood pressure seems to be Jow, the best 
plan is to start right by cleansing the system of 
all accumulated texins. This is best accom- 
plished through taking a short fast, using an 
ecight-ounce glass of ordnge juice every two 
hours combined with as much water as desired. 
This fast should last at least five days, during 
which time headache and other symptoms of 
discomfort may appear for the first two or 
three days, due to the fact that the patient has 
not enough vitality to throw off the poisons 
as quickly as they are picked up by the blood 
stream. Following the fast the food must be 
proportioned and combined with the greatest 
care so as not to burden the body with exces- 
of foods which are not tissue 
of the vital foods such as pro- 
teins in the form of lean meat, fish, or fowl 
should be combined with liberal amounts of 
cooked non-starchy vegetables such as spinach, 
asparagus, string bes summer squash, ete. 
and a large quantity of raw leafy vegetables 
should be used with at least one meal during 
the day. The patient should not be permitted 
to overeat under the delusion that he can in- 
crease his strength in proportion to the amount 
he eats, for his assimilative powers are neces- 
sarily very low and food eaten above his power 
to digest and assimilate will only be injurious. 

The one necessary point in low blood pres- 
sure is to keep in mind the necessity of develop- 
ing increased strength. Nothing seems as ben- 
eficial for this as to take long walks. I do not 
know of any other treatment or exercise which 
has the same definite effect as walking for 
developing a strong blood pressure. Start your 
welks at once, covering at least a mile the first 
day and increase this distance gradually until 
you are walking at jeast five miles a day. When 
you are able to do this, have your blood pres- 
sure measured again by a physician and you 
will find that there has been a steady improve- 
ment as you have gained endurance. 

* In addition to the walking, one should take 
vigorous physical exercise every day, starting 
with light exercises at first and gradually in- 
creasing the number of movements until you 
can exercise vigcrously for ten to fifteen min- 
utes without producing soreness of the muscles 
afterwards. Always be sure to breathe deeply 
while you are taking these exercises. This will 
assist in toning up the functional activities of 
the body and assist you in recovering your 
strength at the same time that your blood 
pressure is coming back to normal. Do not be 
satisfied until your blood pressure registers at 
120 mm. while you are calm and relaxed, 
will indicate that your strength and 
ty are normal.

The Mail Bag 


THE GAS BY-LAW 
Editor Bulletin: Re the present 


controversy about the early 
closing by-law for service sta- 
tions 


A point that the general pub- 
lic seems to miss entirely, pos- 
sibly because it is in ignorance 
of the facts, is that the unfortun- 
ate employees of the company 
operated service stations in town 
are compelled to work the most 
iniquitous hours for an entirely 
inadequate sum of money. In one 
large company in the city, the 
only way in which they avoid the 
penalties of the minimum wage 
law, which by the way is a joke 
in its application to the service 
station business, is to pay their 
chief operator a salary, and have 
the other men working in the 
station on a so-called commission 
basis. These commissions in the 
winter time average around $40 a 
month, and that is a liberal esti- 
mate. 

Now from 8 am. to 11 or 1130 
p.m. and take your lunch is the 
order of the day in these places 
and at the end of the month, sales 
are totalled and commissions fig- 
ured out 

There is no provision in these 
commissions for the cleaning up, 
general service and the thousand 
and one things there are to be 
done around a good station. Out 
of this princely amount the men 
have to buy their own uniforms, 
boots, ete. 

As to Brockett’s stand in the 
matter, as I understand it he has 
a garage at which he probably 
has a night man, his gasoline 
business being merely a sideline; 
however whether such is the case 
or not, it is obvious that the pub- 
lic must have some source of gas 
supply at night, and surely the 
logical thing seems to be the gar- 
ages open all night for storage 
purposes etc. 

However, any person who has 
the slightest idea of what a ser- 
vice station man’s existence is 
like, cannot but feei strongly that 
the present bylaw as it affects 
them is more than sound, and the 
only way to enforce it, is to press 
for its rigid observance, for once 
a loophole is given the companies, 
they will most certainly take 
every advantage of it. 

Incidentally the suggestion 
might be in order that should Mr. 
Aberhart find himself able to 
spare the time from his present 
activities on the firing line he 
might find some excellent possi- 
bilities for the application of 
some really constructive policies 
in this angle of one of our major 
industries.

Let's have a look at the other 
side of the picture. In a survey 
made in the United States two 
years ago, a record was kept of 
the business done by chain sta- 
tions, super service stations and 
garages. The records were kept 
fort twenty-four hours a day for 
one year. Look at the result: Less 
than half of one per cent of the 
business done was between the 
hours of 10 p.m. and 7 a.m. Woud 
you keep your business open in 
the face of those actual facts? 
Can any sane business man say 
that it is possible to keep open 
during those non-productive 
hours, keep on extra help and 
pay electric light bills? For ex- 
ample, if a service station oper- 
ator averages $75.00 a day, and I 
doubt if he does in the winter 
season, he gets 37's cents for 
staying open ten extra hours and 
paying light and extra wages. It 
can't be done. It might be pos- 
sible if we slept on the job and 
worked 24 hours per day. But 
then our foes are supposed to be 
civilizing us. 

The service station men en- 
deavor as good business to keep 
their stations open as long as 
possible and maintain efficient 
service for the public in so far 
as their margin of profit during 
profitable hours permits them 

The stores, as I remember, 
went through the same storm of 
protest but their six o'clock clos- 
ing is now an accepted thing. 
Service stations remain open 365 
days a year, 366 on leap year, 
thirteen hours a day in winter 
and fifteen hours a day in sum- 
mer under the present bylaw. I 
feel confident that the public 
will bear with us in our efforts 
to eliminate a 16 and 18 hour 
day. 

The few isolated cases that 
have been given so much pub- 
licity in the press during the 
last few days, can hardly be 
taken as representative of the 
general public opinion. If we 
were open twenty-three hours a 
day we would still. have that 
smal! percentage of kickers de- 
manding twenty-four hour ser- 
vice, 

I hope that rome Solomon may 
come along who will by regula- 
tion or zoning enable the pub- 
lic to have 24-hour service on 
gas. 

As a suggestion, say ten cents 
a galon is added for service 
after 8 o'clock, or maybe the 
government would subsidize this 
service to the public. 

The service station, like any 
other business when properly 
managed, can be a success and 
the present bylaw has been a big 
boost in that direction 

I sncerely hope that the pub- 
lic will give us their co-opera- 
tion in our honest endeavor to 
give a square deal to a!) 

I trust, Mr Editor, that you 
will give this side of the ques- 
tion equal publicity with that of 
the doctors and ofpers you men- 
tioned in your front-page article.
